and psychological study may need requires more 
careful investigation and follow-up than most free 
homes willing take older children will permit. 

“The idea lying back the relationship the older 
child free home care the whole economic. The 
relationship boarding home care social that the 
agency charge has the opportunity to, first all, 
consider the needs the individual child. The latter 
kind care appears first glance more expensive 
than free home care. Experience has shown, however, 
that the inv estme involved giving child the type 

sense security and ‘belonging’ makes him 
more valuable citizen and thus yields better returns 
the community. For these reasons free home care 
decreasing and boarding home care being increasingly 
turned the most efficient and flexible instrument 
children’s aid society. 

“In the early years children’s aid societies their 
principal concerns were with waifs, foundlings and the 
children destitute and dependent families. This 
not now the case. The full orphan and sometimes the 
half orphan still require foster home care, but problems 
arising from poverty and destitution are now better 
solved grants public private outdoor relief than 
removing children from their own homes. much 
larger proportion the children need care comes 
from families where neglect and vice crime prevent 
child from growing reasonably wholesome sur- 
roundings. But even here constructive case work 
efficient society for the prevention cruelty chil- 
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dren makes possible the saving the child’s home 
many instances. 

“The establishment the juvenile court and the 
organization medical and psychiatric clinics has had 
large influence upon the program the modern chil- 
dren’s aid society. every community there 
group children that are not necessarily dependent 
the economic sense, but that are not well adjusted 
their own homes. The clinics are finding these every 
day and are often able bring about better adjust- 
ment interpretation child’s difficulties his 
parents. But numbers children having physical, 
mental and emotional problems need the temporary 
and, some instances, the permanent care foster 
home bring about wholesome adjustment life 
that will prevent slipping into delinquency becoming 
economic failures mental wrecks. The care such 
children the function modern children’s aid 
society quite much the care dependent and neg- 
lected children. goes without saying that when 
child comes into the care children’s aid society, 
rule, the problem the family comes with it. 

the juvenile court, the hospitals, the medical 
clinics child guidance clinics have found children 
with special problems and have 
porary permanent foster home care, the 
fortunate when has children’s aid society with 
trained and experienced staff and adequate 
resources carry out the required treatment. Withou! 
proper treatment facilities much the value 
expensive professional services which hospitals and 
clinics provide lost and thus the failure 
proper provision for high grade children’s aid progran 
the end short-sighted and wasteful. 

“There has been ‘discovered number com- 
munities tendency separate the diagnostic function 
children’s aid society from its treatment side, 
wholly unscientific procedure. The Milford Conference, 
composed group social case workers representing 
family welfare, child welfare and all the other forms 
social case work, after careful study enunciated the fol- 
lowing principle: 

treatment responsibility, and treatment 
bility without diagnostic authority,’ and gives fo! 
lowing explanation: 

the first place believe that treatment lose 
the opportunity completely effective unless 
continuously the hands one agency from the time 
application. Exceptions this statement must, 
course, noted cases where transfer responsi- 
bility from one agency another 

the second place believe that the long run 
neither investigation nor diagnosis can adequately 
safely made except authority which also 
responsible for treatment. recognize the consulting 
diagnostician professional practice when his service 
coordinated with that the authority having full 
treatment responsibility. The test investigation and 
diagnosis lies the results treatment. Those experts 
and those organizations which are not continuously 
subjected the test which their own treatment affords 
for their own investigations and diagnoses are not likely 
make investigations and diagnoses that are sound. 
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Only experience treatment can sure that investi- 
gation and diagnosis cover adequately the foundations 
essential treatment. 

competent agency that make its own investigations

for diagnosis cases accepted, all 
but exceptional instances, should the hands the 
children’s aid society. the adjustment relation- 
ships existing between family society and children’s 
aid society should kept mind that the term 
‘family work’ cannot confined what family 
agency does. All forms social case work, such 
children’s aid work, probation, visiting teacher service, 
and social work deal with families the 
work efficiently done, but these various services are 
not identical with the work the family welfare 
agency. The distinction between children’s aid 
society and family welfare association generally 
whole child the family, for the treatment 
whose problems the children’s aid society has special 
equipment. 

children’s aid society closely coordinated with the 
various clinics and hospitals the community will 
become increasingly valuable instrument the 
preventive phases the community’s social program. 
will serve not only public and private agencies turn- 
ing for the care children, but also the children 
families economically above the dependency level 
but for the time being unable cope with their own 
problems. 

children’s aid society with limited endowment 
and dependent from year year for its support upon 
the community fund inevitably has limitation its 
resources. The payment board for children care 
is, therefore, item that must constantly kept 
mind the building its annual budget. 

selection its beneficiaries becomes question 
great importance not only the agency but the 
community whole. such selection made 
entirely upon the basis whether the family, friends 
the referring agency can pay board, substantial 
part it, the private agency’s program more cir- 
than should any community. One 
the functions private agency undoubtedly the 
children for whom board can paid. Another 
important function the educational work that may 
able undertaking difficult forms service 
children for whose care payment cannot made. 
This may lead the community, when has found such 
work valuable, undertake larger scale. Public 
service less flexible its program than private service 
and cannot finance services that are the 
experimental stage that require special equipment.

The January number the Catholic Charities Review 
contains editorial “The Infant Home the 
from which the following excerpts are 
quoted because they give picture the old methods 
infant care and present day trends this specialized 
field service. 


“Originally the diocesan orphanage represented the 
entire Catholic program child care within the diocese. 
About the time the Civil War another institution, 
namely, the infant asylum, began appear side side 
with the orphan asylum essential part the 
diocesan program child care. These two institutions 
Many dioceses could never have carried the load 
these two institutions had not religious communities 
been willing assume complete responsibility not only 
for the management but also for the financing them. 
infant asylum is, however, heavy drain 
the resources many dioceses. The drain was not 
noticeable times past when the institution was 
manned two three sisters, and more than half the 
children died their first those days was 
assumed that most foundlings and children illegiti- 
mate birth would die anyhow. There was nothing that 
could done about the situation, why take pains? 
sort cold fatalism hung over the institutions, but 
was brightened the thought that the infants were 
hastening their steps paradise. have desire 
judge harshly the standards our infant homes 
the past. made the best use they could the 
resources and the experience that were available 
them. The problem that our sisterhoods faced was 
overwhelming, and with all theit handicaps they cer- 
tainly were far ahead most other agencies 

new day has dawned infant care the United 
States. Underprivileged infants are longer doomed 
premature death. With scarcely any exception our 

Catholic infant homes have opened theireyes the new 

possibilities infant care. They have improved their 
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standards very greatly during the past years. Their 
standards nursing and medical care are infinitely 
better than they used be. increasing number 
them have returned breast feeding preference 
artificial feeding. this course means great in- 
crease the cost operation. Dioceses that are giving 
thought the reorganization their infant homes 
well those contemplating new homes are giving 
serious thought the question increased costs. 
Some are beginning ask whether would not 
possible provide for infants some other way. One 
diocese has already arranged with the hospitals care 
for unmarried mothers. this diocese the central 
organization Catholic charities using boarding 
homes order supplement the hospitals. neigh- 
boring diocese has decided give this plan fair trial 
and hold its institutional program abeyance the 
meantime. 

“The cost operating infant homes and the diffi- 
culty securing personnel for these homes bound 
exercise profound influence this department 
Catholic child care the future. Many dioceses that 
have not yet built infant homes will adopt boarding 
home care. Some dioceses that are confronted with the 
task building new infant homes take the place 
their present old building will hesitate when they con- 
sider the costs building and operation. They may

ANNUAL REPORT THE NEW YORK FED- 
ERATION AGENCIES CARING FOR 
PROTESTANTS, JANUARY 27, 1931 

Ten years ago this year the Federation Agencies 
Caring for Protestants came into being. Because 
have completed the first decade our work, seems 
fitting that should briefly review its history. 

The Federation was organized through Committee 
Protestants, which was appointed the Commis- 
sioner Public Welfare, and was seriously concerned 
the lack coordination the work institutions 
for Protestant children. 

The objects this organization were:—first, 
form association agencies interested the care 
dependent, neglected and delinquent children Protes- 
tant affiliation; second, act clearing house 
information the community, and third, through the 
exchange information make sure that there was

The outstanding event the year 1923 was the 
opening Clearing Bureau founded Mr. Edwin 
Gould serve quarantine and diagnostic station 
for all white Protestant dependent children. This tance 
only relieved institutions the expense advise 
but made possible far better medical examinations 
and health work.

1925 the name the organization was changed 
from Federation Institutions Caring for Protestant 
Children Federation Agencies Caring for Protes- 
tants that agencies other than institutions for chil- 
dren could admitted membership. 

1927 our scope was again enlarged order that the 
Federation might act permanent foundation 
through which bequests and gifts can held and ad- 
ministered for designated purposes. 
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One the most interesting developments the past 
ten years the Federation’s existence the conscious- 
ness the part institutions that they must become 
integral part the community’s social program. 
This has resulted better personnel, the use social 
case work and the recognition children individuals 
with distinct personalities. 

the Federation exists for and through its member 
institutions, review its history some extent 
review the outstanding achievements its members. 

One our member organizations has scrapped part 
its old policy well its old congregate building 
and developed new policies which more fully meet 
present needs child care. 

Two other institutions have consolidated; both or- 
ganizations fully realizing that merging their forces 
and resources greater opportunities can assured for 
the children under their care. They are looking for- 
ward the time when they can abandon their large 
congregate building, which located restricted city 
area, and move plan institution subur- 
ban district. 

Another institution, feeling the need for increased 
facilities for special work with older boys, has built 
hall accommodating group twenty-five. trained 
social worker charge. 

Other institutions, realizing that important that 
organizations caring for children integral part 
the whole child welfare field, are working out social 
programs for themselves. 

now come report our work during 1930. Our 
records show that are serving larger number co- 
operating agencies, churches and individuals advice 
and service regarding the care children than have 
heretofore. Then, too, there have been greater de- 
mands from the institutions themselves for advice re- 
garding policies, building plans, personnel and details 
management. 

Three institutions have asked the Federation’s assis- 
tance selecting superintendents; twenty-one have 
advised with regarding employment other staff 
members; five have asked for advice and help select- 
ing case workers. Two institutions invited the Federa- 
tion make survey their work. effort 
show the value good social study before children are 
accepted for permanent care have been doing all the 
case work for three institutions. One institution re- 
cently changed its policy giving the care boys. 
The Federation was asked make plans for this group. 
Many our institutions ask for similar services. Other 
than consultation and case work service, the Federa- 
tion serves its members through its five conferences 
year and the Executive Secretary’s membership 
committees representing common interests. 
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committee the Administrative Council the 
Federation has been drawing set desirable 
standards used our member institutions 
measuring rod for their work. hoped the Com- 
mittee that eventually all the institutions the Federa- 
tion will measure this set standards, which will 
shortly submitted each Board. 

While our present service primarily for children, 
there are frequent demands from the adult group— 
employment, information homes for the aged, and 
convalescent care are the most common requests. 

From January, 1930, December 31, 1930, had 
632 personal applications for placement, involving 
1,265 children. This increase 155 cases over 
the previous year. The reasons for application were: 
desertion, divorce separation, improper guardian- 
ship, illness parent parents, insanity, behavior 
problems, illegitimacy, and one both parents dead. 
Quite apart from applications for placement there 
were 865 inquiries for information. 

Adequate care for the dependent Protestant colored 
child has been pressing problem for several years for 
all child-placing agencies the city. The Colored 
Orphan Asylum, our one institution for colored children, 
has, the past six years, more than doubled its popula- 
tion help meet this need. This has been done spite 
the feeling the Board Directors that better work 
can accomplished with smaller group. 

Last September, Commissioner Taylor the Depart- 
ment Public Welfare called meeting discuss the 
urgent need additional facilities for this group. 
was reported this meeting that 150 colored children 
were being detained shelters the Society for the 
Prevention Cruelty Children. One superintendent 
reported that children were being detained his 
shelter and that many them had been there for six 
months. subsequent meeting, the Federation 
was asked make analysis and classification 
this group. 

the meeting called the Commissioner, 
the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission 
Society offered its Farm House temporarily, Scher- 
merhorn, Milford, Connecticut, for the care boys 
under ten years age. Camp Norge, which operated 
the Norwegian Lutheran Deaconess Home and 
located New City, Rockland County, opened its 
doors until June Ist, 1931, bays and girls pre- 
school age. 

The Edwin Gould Foundation has obtained five- 
year lease the old Peabody Home 2064 Boston 
Road, Bronx, and being reconditioned for the use 
children. hoped that this new work will 
directed with the cooperation the Board the Col- 
ored Orphan Asylum and the New York Protestant 
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Episcopal City Mission Society, which has felt 
keenly the urgency the situation. will known 
Bureau for Colored Children” and will 
probably function clearing house for the boarding 
out colored children. 

year ago, our annual meeting, announced

One scholar- 
ship was granted. 

1930 the Federation received its first large legacy 
for distribution. Mr. Herbert Baldwin, who died 
March, left his entire estate tothe Federation held 
and distributed accordance with certain instructions 
his Will. Ninety per cent the income this fund— 
known the Baldwin Fund—is distributed 
annually Protestant charities and philanthropies.

and training for physically and mentally handicapped

Secretary 
Connecticut Conference Parenthood 

There are 115 Probate Districts within the State 
Connecticut, the judges which are elected biennially 
for the term two years. Several the larger city 
courts embrace adjoining towns within their jurisdic- 
tions, but the great majority are one-town courts, often 
presided over lay judge who may combine other 
town offices with that Judge Probate, necessarily 
but small part his time need devoted that 
duty. well known fact that many judges are re- 
elected term after term, some serving their district for 
many twenty years, and retiring only upon reach- 
ing the age limit seventy years. 

Among the many functions this court none more 
important than its jurisdiction matters pertaining 
the welfare children, one particular being the 
approval Agreements for Adoption. 

April 1st, 1930, the Secretary the Connecticut Con- 
ference Parenthood sent letters 108 Judges 
Probate throughout the State, asking they would 
extend the courtesy information the number 
adoptions approved their court 
seven replies were received. This per cent return was 
exceedingly gratifying. addition personal interviews 
were had with the judges clerks five other courts. 

these 113 courts canvassed: 

reported adoptions 1929 
reported 157 adoptions 1929 
have yet made return 


including three the largest districts. The number 
adoptions would materially increased interviews 
had also been arranged with the judges clerks these 
courts. 

Although the form letter asked for further data 
than the number adoptions 1929, several the re- 
turns gave additional details. 

One court had adoptions ten years, another only 
one two during the same period; one reported but 
one seven years. 

judge from small town wrote that wasn’t 
bit good year for adoptions hadn’t any report, 
but hoped better next time.” 


The majority reported from one five. 

Several letters gave the names the parties the 
agreement, and stated the reasons for the adoption 
For example: Three were step-fathers; adult 
widow 65; adults and illegitimate child; two 
children from institutions and one from private
